SPARKS FROM MARK: 

The central focus of the area in which the 
word of God is proclaimed during the liturgy is 
called the ambo. Ambos are believed to have 
taken their origins from the raised platforms, 
from which the Jewish rabbis read the 
Scriptures to the people. They were first 
introduced into churches during the fourth 
century and were universally used in the 
churches by the ninth century. 

Innocent the III said the word ambo has it 
origin in Greek signifying a " mountain or 
elevation", referring to the passage in 
Matthew's gospel when Jesus went up nto a 
mountain and opening his mouth taught his 
disciples. 

The Bishop's document. Built of Living 
Stones (BLS) paragraph 61 says that the design 
of the ambo and its prominent placement 
reflects the dignity and nobility of that saving 
word and draws the attention of those present to 
the proclamation of the word. Here the Christian 
community encounters the living Lord in the 
word of God and prepares itself for the breaking 
of the bread and the mission to live the word 
that will be proclaimed. The document goes on 
to say that, an ample area around the ambo is 
needed to allow a gospel procession with a full 
complement of ministers bearing candles and 
incense. 

The General Instructions to the Lectionary 
emphasis again the importance of the altar and 
ambo bear a harmonious and close relationship, 
because of the strong connection with each 
other the word and Eucharist. 

In (BLS #62) The ambo can be designed not 
only for reading and preaching, but also for 
displaying the open Book of the Gospels or a 
copy of the Scriptures before and after the 
liturgical celebration. 

It is important to highlight that (BLS # 61) 
says that since many people share in the 
ministry of the word, the ambo should be 
accessible to everyone, including those with 
physical disabilities. Our sanctuary at OLBH, 
which includes the ambo, is not open or 
accessible to those with physical disabilities, 
limiting them from fully participating in some 
of the ministries within the liturgy such as 
lector, server and Eucharistic minister. 

Next week, our focus will move from the 
ambo to the Chair for the Priest Celebrant.
